THE AMOUNT STOLEN,

Express Manager Crosby Says It Was a
Very Small Sum.,

CHicagn, Bept. 12.—The oificials of the
United States Express were extremely reti-
centall day concerning the amountseenred
by the robbersat Kessler. General Man-
sger C. H, Crosby, of the express company,
bas made the following statement:

“I have been looking o ser the books and

receiving dispatches all day, and I ean say
now that the loss is going to turn ous very
small indeed. 1 havenot received full par-
sioulars, and will not until I bear from
Messenger Weist, who continued on bis
ran to Bufialo, which 18 the terminus of
Lis route. I have approximated the loss
within a few doilars, however.”

“What will the lossamount to?! Asmuch
as £20,0007

“Oh, mno, Not anywhere mnear shat
amount. It will go away below that fig-

nre. though theexact amount [ cannot make
public. Our policy is nover to give out the
exact amount of robberies”

“*Are robbers compelled to read the news-
papers to learn how much they have
stolen!”

“Of course not,” said Mr. Crosby. *“But
these fellows did not get a great deal. They
secured mostly paper entirely worthless to
them. They overlooked $£15000 worth of
gold bullion. I suppose they thought they
were carrying sway national bank notea,
In the safe they blew open was & sealed bag
fnll of packages done up about the size
and shape of packages of bank notes,
These packages were marked $1,000, §2.000
and so on. These (igures indicate the val-
ue the packages were listed at, but
practically they were of no more value
than the paper they contained. Their con-
tents consiated of settlements with agents,
receipts for money, legal papers, ete.,
whioh ean all be duplicated after a time,
“It was a load of this natare and very lit-
tle netual money which the robbers se-
eured, 1 hear the story is aticat tha! the
company lost $275,000 or $00,000, ‘T'be
fact ia that there was not one-tenth of that
amount on the whole train.”

Other stories were afloat, however, and
the robbery ia said to have amounted to as
much as 8300000, This statement was
based on an allegation that some bank in
Chicago had shipped to its New York
correspondents $£250,000. Nothing e¢an be
learned in Chicago, however, that will bear
out the storvy.

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THE BOGUS-ISLAND GANG,

Band of Outlaws that Terrorized Northern
Indiann and Illinnia Years Ago.

Years ago the awamp and lake region of
northern Indiana was noted as a resort of
counterfeiters, horse-thieves and outlaws
of every class. Their chief rendezvous
was on an island in Beaver lake, Newton
county, aboat fifty mles south of Chicago,
The lake was then the largest body of
water in the State and it was surrounded
by an almost impassable morsass, pene-
trable only to the Indian and the whitos
who sometimes accompanied the red man
on his hunting excarsions. Thewland was
about three handred yards from one side of
the lake and was reached usunally by ford-
JDg, sSWimmIng or 1o canoes. A nDarrow
ridge or bar extended from the main land
to the is!land, ana to those who koew its
location it was an easy matter to follow it
from the shore, as the wai.or was not over
three foet deep, except in the spring and
late fall. This was the spot chosen by the
outlaws for abiding place after they had
been driven from the eastern counties,
There they flourished and grew bolder in

their fancied immunity from pursuit and
capture., Settlers one hundred miles away
were terrorized by their raids. Sometimes
the thieving expeditions would extend as
far south as the Wabash river, even the
pioneers near Terre llante and Vincennes
suffering from their depredations. Oo-
casionally visits wonld be made to the vil-
lIages and towns, and connterfeit silver and
gold disposed of 1n small gquantities in each
place. They had all the northern snd west-
ern portionsof Indiana and eastern lilinois
na their tield of action; in fact they seemed
to have confederates 1n almost eyvery coun-
ty they entered, thus making escape or
hiding comparatively easy.

Finallv the settlers, annoyed to despera-
tion by the loss of their horses and the
looting of their homes, banded together
for the purpose of wiping out the desper-
adoes. I'hey were assisted Ly the shenff
of Kankakee connty, lilinois, and other ofli-
cials. An old hunter, who knew the coun-
ty well, was secured as & guide. This was
in the early fifties, and it was autumn
when the rendazvous was discoverad. The
ford to the isiand was found, and abouta
dozen of the outlaws sarprised and cap-
tared. Severa! were absent on raids, but
werenfterwards secured. Dozens of crude
moids for coining money were found, and
abont one hundred horses recovered, The
outlaws were taken to Kankakee, tried,
convicted and sent to prison. Deaver lake
bas been drained, and the island is now a
nill, surrounded 1n summer by waving
fields of corn., After the capture of the
outlaws the 1sland was called “*Bogus.” and
it 18 80 known now, An old Frenchman
named logue was the nearest settier to the
place, and 1t is believed the word ‘‘bognus”
is acorruption of his name, Ever since
the worl has been applied to connterfeits,

To this day relics of the eoninkers sare
found in every county extending across
the nortbhern part of Indiana., lL.ast year
several molds and a few coins were picked
up by a farmer. It is possible that the
bandits who rohbed the train yesterday
are descendants of the wunotorious gang
that exfated forty or fifty years ago.

Mr. BB, A. Eaton, of the Indiananolis Sen-
tinel. says: ‘Begioniog with 1807 and ex-
tending to about 1872, Kendalliville and the
adjacent conutry to the northeast was the
beadguarters of one of the most desperate
gangs of train robbers, horse-thieves and
all aronnd ent throats that ever in-
feated the Weat., In the early soven-
ties they followed a train
at night by a raid on the Kendallville
bank. The anthorities in the adjacent
counties were then, for the first time in the
history of the gang. foreed to the necessity
ot breaking 1%t up, altbouch the gang
had a strong political pull. Sheriff Wil-
liam Fleming, of Allen county, after-
wards State Treasurer headed the move-
ment. Posses of wmen were formed, and a
thorongh and systematic man-hunt be-
¢an, and 1t continuoed withont cessa-
tion for some three months, Abont twen-
ty of the Jleaders, among them the
notorions *“Red” Leary, were cantured
and ssnt to the penitentiary. Leary
died at the Michigan City prison some five
years ago. Daring the hunt a number of
the posse and something like a dozen of
the bandits were Killed, and many of the
farmers who participated in the hunt ear-
rv the bullets of the robbers yot, as the
reminders of the experiences,”’

'THE CASE OF P. P, HOULTON

Ex-Deputy Recorder at Greens-
burg on Trial for Embezzlement.

Muncie Health Board Enforees Inspee-
tion of All Baggage Leaving Town
—New Albany Conference,

GrEExNsBURG, Ind., SBept. 12.—The evi-
dence in the trial of Philander T. Moulton,
an mmsurance agent, charged with embez-
zlement, was completed to-day. He was
' tried by the court, and the argument will
be heard at some futare day. He 1s charged
with “taking, purloining, secreting and ap-
propriating 8505 of the funds of the
Equitable Life Insurance Society of the
United States’’ to his own use, Forseveral
yvearsMoulton hasbeencarryingon hiswork.

£05 of the funds belonging to the
company. Moulton filed a plea in
abatement, claiming that the 1neurance
company had wnot filed their author-
ity to do business in this ocounnty,

and no crime had been committed. The
Moulton faunly lived in Salt Creek town-
ship, and James E. Mendenhall, then
Democratic recorder of this county, took a
fancy to him apd made him his deputy.
Mendenhall had unbounded confi-
dence 1 the marn’'s integnty and
trusted him with bhis bank book.
When the recorder undertcok to balance
his bank book, it 1s said, he fonnd Moulton
bad bLeat bim out of about £500. Figures
o the bouk han been c¢hanged. When
Mendenhall confronted him with the
charyge he declared thatsome enemy had
made the changes and *set up a job’ on
him. He aspired to till the office of re-
corder, but failed to obtain the nomina-
tion., Several years ago he went into the
stone business, and, wanting some ready
cash, it 18 charged he signed the names of
James Stark and Adam Sample to a note
of §7.000 without asking either of them.
The note was purchased by Judge James
Ewing, who 1s now the presiding judge
trying Mouiton. When the note was pro-
nounced a forgery there was guite a com-
motion in tinaneoial circles in this oity. It
was afterwards fixed up by hismother and
brother-in-!aw, who paid it, and the note
was destroved and no prosecution followed.

Four weeksa ago he insured a citizen of
Nortn Vernon, who gave his note for §100,
and Moulton took a copy of the note and
sold it. While acting as deputy recorder
Moulton married his present wife, and
when he called for the license he
fouud a letter from a young Ilady
residing at Madison protesting against
the 1ssuing of the same, claiming that they
were engaged to be married. When Moul-
ton was placed in jail his wite sent
for his carpet Dbag, and in it
she found letters from sweethearts of
recent date, couched in the most
endearing terms. His wife did not ocoupy
a seat Ly his side nt hisa triai to-day.

THE CHOLERA ABROAD.

Suspiclous Ontbreas. «f Marrcea in Eng-
lend—On the Continent.

Loxpox, Sept. 12.—An outbreak called
choleraic diarrhea is renorted from Derby.
Six oases of cholera were reported at other
places. Two new cases and one death were
reported 1mm Amsterdam to-day., Two sus-
picious cases were discovered in Berlin to-
day. There were two deathsfrom cholera

1n. Rome to-day and several new cases were

reported, At Leghorn there were three

new cases, and at DPalermo three
new cases and five deaths. The

news from Russia in regard to the
apread of cholera continuea to Dbe
discouraging. At St Petersburg 51 new
ouses and 31 deaths were reported between
Sept. 8 and 10, and at Moscow 75 new ocases
aud 35 deaths between Sept. 4and 8. The
provinces in which the worst ravages were
made botween Aug. 27 and Sept. 2 were:
Viadinirat, where 255 new cases and 148
deathe ocenrred; Voromezeh, where there

were 431 oases and 156 deaths, and Kiett, 730"

From Aug. 15 to Sept,
O there were 1,455 cases and 725 deaths in
Nijni Novgorod.

The Lords Shounld Beware.

Loxpox, Sept. 12.—The National Liberal
Federation to-night 1ssned a oircular
against the House of Lords.

Uprising of Natives,

Care Towx, Sept. 12.—Most disquieting
news has been received here from Vie-
toria. Large bodies of Matabeles have
been seen 1n full fighting order on the
frontier of the territory controlled by the
chartered company. As a result numbers
of frightened Mashonas bave stampeded
into Victoria, and preparations are being
made there to resist a determined attack.
The ollicers in command at the fort have
assured the frightened natives that they
will receiveample protection. After send-
ing out a force of mounted troopers to in-
vestigate the trath of the alarming report,
they caused the alarm 1o be sonnded, call-
ing all the settlern from their habitations
into the fort. Every man was nolified to

Such & Gathering of the Titled Farmers

t that there is danger of the underiying

gravity and importance of the thing belug
somewhat lost sight of. Whatever bitter-
ness and sternness may be imported into
the struggle later on, it must be admitted
that John Bull enters upon this great ad-
vertised life-and.death contest with the
bogeyman of hereditary privilege with a
broad grin on\his well-known rubicund
visage,

It really has been extraordinarily fuony.
Something like a fifth of the whole number
of performers had never been i1nside the
Chamber ot Peers till last Tuesday. To
fully one-half the remainder it was almoss
as unfamiliar., These titled strangers
whipped up to London from their grousae
and partridge, and denied even the sacred
soluce of the St, Leger. swarmed into the
corridors of the House of Loras on Tuoes-
day 1n droves like rustics on a personally-
conducted tour through the sights of the
metropolis. Policemen bad to be stationed
al svery turn in the passages to show
them the wayv to the scene of their delib-
erations. As for identifying them—that
was (uite beyond the powers of the ser-
vauts of the HHoonse. Apparentiy any el-
derly farmer, weariog a cover coatl with
side pockets, could pass freely in and take
his seat without gquestion, This bucolie
effect colored the whole assemblage. In
defercmce to the occasion, all wore black
coats, but their sunbuarnt, heavy faces,
huge red haods and awkward postures,
kept perpetually sugeesiing that tley
ought instead to be in tweeds and gaiters,
Here in London we think of peers, mostly.

Bat
when a cheaper sort, like Cranbrook, rose
aud simply went for Gladstone as knave,
liar, traitor and lunatic, and spat on the
Irish, trampled them under foot #8 scoun-
drels, murderers, alien scum and tilth, then
they bellowed out great volleys of “hear,
hear!” like the roar of theirown prize balls
at bome.
